ALLIANCE. 


Some years ago the party then in 


the ascendancy favored the centraliza- 
tion of all political power in the gen- 
eral government, and was disposed to 
deny to states the rights reserved by 
them when the Federal government 
was organized. An act 
was then 


passed givinfe the general government 
supervision of elections. This is known 
as the 1'ederal Elections law, and the 
Force bill, which passed Mr. Keed'a 
house of representatives and was de- 
feated by Henator.% Stewart, Jones, 
Teller and other Silver men, embraced 
all the objectionable features of that 
lav/ with new provisions, which would 
enable the party in power when it went 
into effect to perpetuate ita power for- 
ever. 


The present congress, which is nomi- 


nally Democratic in both houses, seems 
disposed to repeal the Federal Elec- 
tions; law. The president, however, is 
said to be opposed to the introduction 
or discussion of a repeal bill at this 
juncture, 
it is feared that it will 


create diKsentions in the goldbug ranks, 
wh/ch are made up of about equal 
numbers of .Republicans and Demo- 
crats. When an attempt was made to 
report the bill to the house, the Re- 
publicans and Administration or anti- 
Hilver Democrats refused to vote, and 
the yeas and nays, on a motion, indi- 
cated that there was not a quorum 
present. Ooldbug Democrats followed 
the leadership of Burrows of Michigan, 
a goldbug Kepublicau, and by refusing 
to vote prevented the transaction of 
business. 


The action of the administration 


Democrats hits almost conclusively 
proved 1 he existence of an alliance be- 
tween 
them 
and the Republicans. 


They have arrayed themselves with the 
Republicans to rupoul the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman act and to pre- 
vent a committee from reporting a bill 
to repeal the Federal Elections act. 


Tho silver Democrats are very indig- 


nant. 
They discover that goldbug 


utlinity overcomes the cohesiveness of 
party names, and that anti-silver Dem- 
ocrats and 
Republicans are more 


closely connected than the administra- 
tion and bilver wings of the Demo- 
cratic party. Though there may be 
disagreements among the members of 
both parties on minor issues it is be- 
coming daily more apparent in the 
great silver contest that there are but 
two parties! in congress, one of which 
favor.-) th(> free and unlimited coinage 
of uih'or and tho other, the complete 
demoiioti'/.Htiou of that metal. 


The lie port In Favor ol its Repeal. 
WASHEfGTox, September 
15.—The 


majority report of the committee on 
the bill repealing the federal election 
laws declares the purpose and object 
for which these laws were passed have 
long since passed away. Surely no 
officer of the army and navy should be 
left to determine when it is necessary 
to bring troops to the polls, and the 
constitution has explicitly prohibited 
it. 


With reference to those laws relating 


to the appointment, duties and com- 
position of supervisors of elections and 
deputy marshals, the report goes into 
the constitutionality of the laws which 
were passed under warrant of that sec- 
tion of the constitution prescribing 
elections, and says the object ol legisla- 
tion should be to prevent conflicts be- 
tween state and federal authorities. 


The conditions they were designed to 


meet have happily passed away and we 
feel that they cannot be too quickly 
erased from the statute books. Le 
every trace of reconstruction legisla 
tion be wiped from the books. Let th 
states understand that the election 
are in their own hands and if there b< 
fraud, coercion or force they alone wil 
suffer by it. 


Responding to the demand for purity 


in elections, many states have enacted 
laws to protect and purify the ballot.

Our 
volleys produce cereals, grasses, fruits 
and vegetables equaled by few and 
excelled by 110110. Our mountains are 
interlaced with veins of gold, silver, 
copper, nickel, lead, antimony tmd iron. 
Our deserts contain deposits cT borax, 
sulphur, soda, salt and other minerals 
of commercial value, and there are 
mountains of marble and beds of gyp- 
sum in the state. 


Tho world knows but little of Nevada 


except us a silvo" producing state. 
They aro iiotawc-etliat there are mines 
of other valuable metals within its 
boundaries. They do not realize that 
its soil is as productive as any in the 
temperate zone, where water can be 
procured for irrigating it, and that 
enough water discharges into the sinks 
of its rivers in ordinary seasons to 
irrigate extensive ureas of its valleys. 


To convince the tens of thousands 
who visit tho fair of tha immense and

\VI<le Spread Ituiii in Wisconsin. 


MiLWAgEEE, 
September 
15.—Dis- 


patches this morning from a score of 
Northern Wisconsin cities tell stories 
of great loss by forest fires. Marsh- 
flekl, Junction oity, Dexterville, Pren- 
tiss, Spencer, Medford, Rhinelander, 
Stevens Point and other places with 
populations of from 1,000 to 6,000 are 
surrounded by flames and are in the 
greatest danger of being wiped out. 
Everything between Dabier, Wood 
county, and Nocedah, Janeau county, 
on the Milwaukee & St. Paul rail- 
road has been burned. Dexterville was 
threatened with annihilation. 
Hun- 


dreds of scattered dwellings, known to 
be in tho path of the flames, have 
doubtless been burned. No loss of 
life has been reported, but that all the 
settlers °in the burned district have 
escaped is impossible. Through every 
square mile of the vast timbered dis- 
trict of Wisconsin, dry as tinder, the 
flames were sweeping without check. 
The losses doubtless run into the mill- 
ions. The district already fire-swept 
and that threatened inr-iudes nearly 
one-third of the state. Wisconsin is 
overhung by a pall of smoke reaching 
from Lake Michigan to Lake Superior, 
and from the extreme eastern border 
of the state to the Mississippi river. 


Advices received by railway officials 


aro to the effect that the flames swept 
everything 
between 
Babcock and 
Needah, a distance of 20 miles. The 
country is sparely settled, so the dam- 
age is only to timber. Fires are very 
bad around Merrill, Pine River Heights, 
Combs, Dauy, Runkle's Mills and 
Rudolph. These are all small places.

Thoir Ifleet lioinbartling Kio Janeiro. 


BUENOS AYBES, September 15.—The 


rebel flaet, under Custotio Jose Mello, 
opened flre on the forts commanding 
the entrance to Rio Janeiro. After 
bombarding the forts, the guns of the 
hostile fleets—the Aquidaban, Repub- 
lica and Trojano—were turned on the 
city. The arsenal was apparently the 
main point of attack, and many shells 
were thrown at it. 


All the points which were favorable 


to the landing of an invading force are 
being strongly intrenched. It is re- 
ported that perfect order was main- 
tained during the bombardment. 


The bombardment of the city of Rio 


de Janeiro lasted from 11 o'clock in the 
morning until 5 in the afternoon, bu1 
little damage was caused. The ships 
opened flre on the city again to-day 
but the result was the same as yester- 
day's attack. There was much enthu- 
siasm manifested by Piexoto's forces 
who still remain loyal to him.

Storm 'Waves and "Warm Wares— The 


Immutable Laws of Is'attrre.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo.,Sept. 15.-My last bul- 


letin gave forecasts of the storm wave 
to cross the continent from the 14th to 
18th. 
The next will reach the Pacific 


coast about the 18th, cross the western 
mountains by the close of the 19th, the 
great central valleys from 20th to 22nc 
and the eastern states about the 23d 


This disturbance will be a full aver 


age in force and will increase as it 
nears the Atlantic coast. 


The fifth storm wave of September 


will roach the Pacific coast about the 
24th, cross the western mountains by 
the clore of the 25th, the great centra] 
valleys from 26th to 28th, and the east- 
ern states about the 29th. 


This storm will be at its greatest 


force about the 25th, while in the west- 
ern part of the great central valleys. 


The warm waves will cross the west- 


ern mountains about the 21st and 27th, 
the great central valleys about the 23d 
and 29th, and the eastern states about 
the 25th and October 1st. 


Light frosts may be expected in 


northern latitudes, following the storm 
wave, about the 21st in the northwest- 
ern mountains, 23d in the upper Mis- 
sissippi valley and 25th in the north- 
ern New England states.

SON SPOTS. 


A. Guillimin, in his work on the sun, 


speaking of La Eue, Balfour, Stewart 
and Lowey's writings, says of them: 


They appear to have observed that 


when one of the planets passes across 
the plane of the sun's equator, it drags, 
as it weie, the spots into the equatorial 
region. The spots spread toward the 
poles, on the contrary, when the 
planets pass away from the equatorial 
plane." 


Touching meteorology,the weather on 


our earth, the above quotation con- 
tains the germ of the greatest truth 
ever uttered. If a planet draws the 
sun spots—which are the same as the 
high barometers of our storm waves— 
toward the equator of the sun then the 
moon, which is a planet to the earth, 
draws our storm waves toward the 
earth's equator when the moon is in a 
similar position relative to the earth 
that the planet occupied relative to the 
sun. 


NATURE'S IMMUTABLE LAWS. 


All nature's laws are the same every- 


where. From Alcyone, the central star 
of the Pleiades, which is said to shine 
with a light equal to twelve thousand 
suns like ours, to the little meteor, 
whose life dies out in a flash of light 
when it strikes our atmosphere and is 
destroyed, the same universal law 
ules supreme, and fill these diversi- 
fied heavenly bodies are cf the same 
materials, all came into existance in 
;he same manner, and when we dis- 
cover a law that applies to one we 
enow it will apply to all the others, 
and the assertion of these great astron- 
omers that the planets have a marked 
nfluenc'e on the son storms Is strong 
vidence going to prove that our moon 


and planets affect the weather of our 
larth. 


But those astronomers and our 


Washington weather seers make a mis- 
ake in not recognizing the sun as be- 
ng precisely the same nature as our 
sarth, the only difference being in their 
dze and magnetic forces. Other as- 
ironomers, who suspicion that sun 
spots aro sun storms, make the mis- 
ake in comparing them to our storm 
centers alone, when the great sun spots 
should be compardd with our high ba- 
rometers; our clearing weather. 


A scientific writer in Belgravia says: 
When Mercury passes between Venus 


and the sun, the spots come forth in 
he fullest splendor, and there is more 
han a suspicion that Mars, in con- 
unction with one of the inferior plan- 
ets, is influential in increasing the area 
of spottedness." 


This last writer probably should 


lave qualified his statement, for such 
conjunction of the planets certainly 
iave greater influence in producing 
sun spots at times than at other times- 
The conjunctions of the planets is the 
base of Prof. Mansill's system of me- 
trology, and it recognizes that a con- 
unction, when one of the planets is at 
a perihelion, has greater influence than 
at other times. 
Mansill's mistake, 


however, lies in assigning to the plan- 
ets their greatest influence when at 
perihelion. 


The planet, when at its nearest ap- 


>roach to the sun has an increased 
ffect on the sun and on the other 
ilanets, but in altogether a different 
manner, and with much less effect 
han when at certain other points in 
ta orbit. At one point in their orbits 
he planets and satellites cause atmos- 
pheres to expand or contract, while at 
ither positions they excite electric 
action and produce local storms, tor- 
Dadoes, hurricanes, etc.

JohiiKou Sides Says They Are Not Doing 


•Well. 


Johnson Sides, the great Indian 


peacemakes, who is now.with the Piutes 
in the hop fields of Sacramento valley, 
visited the Bee office and is reported as 
follows: 


"Is the editor in?" 
The questioner was a swarthy Piute, 


past middle age, and with the expres- 
sion upon bis countenance of one ac- 
customed to command. 


He was recognized as Johnson Sides, 


the well-known Piute from Nevada. 


Mr. Sides speaks English well, 


although with the accent of an unedu- 
cated Mexican. He has great venera< 
tion for newspapers and is a firm be- 
liever in the power of the press. He 
dropped in, he said, for the purpose of 
reporting npon the condition and pros- 
pects of the!50Pinte bucks and squaws 
who came with him from Nevada to 
pick hops in Sacramento and Yolo 
counties. 


" My people are not doing well at all," 


he said. " One Indian family lost a little 
baby boy two weeks ago at J. A. Camp's 
place beyond Perkins. That made them 
feel very bad. Their hearts broke and 
they went home crying to their people. 
About a week ago an old woman died 
at the Leeman place on the Yolo side 
of the river and her people went back 
to the Nevada mountains because their 
hearts were heavy and they could not 
work any more. All this was bad for 
my people. 


"The Indians here will finish hop- 


picking by the end of next week, and 
we will go home. We have not done 
well here. We get a dollar a hundred 
pounds and we have to buy grub out of 
that, so there is little or nothing left. 
Too many Japs and Chinamen in the 
country make things low. Makes wages 
low, ugh !" 


Here the old warrior waxed indig- 


nant. 


"These Chinese and Japs," con 


tinued he, " send all their money out of 
the country. The Indian spends all 
his wages here. It's not right. We 
own all the country and all the mount- 
ains in America, and we ought to have 
a show to earn some money. If these 
Japs and Chinamen get born here, or 
register here, all right. If thay don't 
register they ought to be sent across 
the ocean. It's not fair to the Indians. 
Ugh ! You put all that in the paper, 
please, and say that Johnson Sides, the 
Piute from Nevada, told you so."

SECTION 1.—Section nine of said ordinance 
is here by amended so as to read as fellows:

9.—Every person, firm or association 
engaged in the business of selling goods, 
wares, merchandise or other personal prop- 
erty or real estate, at auction or public out 
cry, shall pay quarterly for a license to 
carry on or conduct such business, five 
hundred dollars; or for a monthly license 
[which shall date from the first day of the 
month in which such license is issued] two 
hundred and JHfty dollars, or by the day, for 
each and every day, t'.at he or they shall be 
engaged in such business, twenty-five dollars; 
provided, however that any person may sell 
at auction or public out cry [where the same 
is not shipped in for the purpose of such 
sale] any such property in job lots and in 
limited quantities, outside and away from 
any place of business established, fixed or 
maintained for that purpose, by paying a 
quarterly license of three dollars.

In making entries for purso races, the 


name, a£O and sex of the horse, and the 
weight am] colors of <he rider must be {given. 
After a liorue lias run once at the meeting, 
the name ot the horse, with the weight to bo 
carried at the race i« suibcieut. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or the race 
may be declared off by the executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, and all horses 
that have won prior to September Istslml 
carry live pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unlrsi 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, and must 
be paid prior to weighing tho joohcy out. 


Where there is more than OIIP entry by one

erson, or In one iiitorebl, the particular 
orse they are to start must bo named by 6 
p. M. of the day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacirigr race* 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 


the rate of 60, 30 an 110 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races ar" the best 
three iri live, unless otherwise speciticd; five 
or more to eut«r and three or more to start, 
but the I3our<] reserves the right to hold a 
less- number than live to fill, by tho with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of tho 
purse, which shall be divided prorata.

The Board reserves the right to trot heats 


of any two daisies alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between huutu. 


When less than the required number of 
starters appear they may contest for tlie 
entrance money, to be divided as follows 
66% to the first and VSA to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 


more than one money. 


At the discretion of tho Hoard, and without 
notice, tho entries of any ixjrson may be re- 
fused. 
Every person subscribing to a Kwoepstake 
or entering a horse in a running.race, under 
these conditions, accepts tho decision of the 
Board of Directors on any question relating 
to a race or rating.
